Tennessee, Arkansas, the two 
Carolinas. Alabama, and Florida, making, 
with the North, thirty-two States, and offi- 
cially pronounced the amendment a part 
of the Con8tiinticn. 

But how stands the matter now when 
Congress assumes and acts upon the as- 
sumption, that those Southern States, 
which are claim'd to have ratified the 
amendment, were not States aad could 
exercise none of the functions of States? | 
if they were not States, the recitation and 
the pronunciation of Mr. Seward were un- j 
true, and the constitutional amendment 1 
has not been adopted by the requisite I 
number of States, and of course not adopt- J 
cd at all.

vation in Naples was to its Museum, where 
we confined ourselves to the statuary, 
leaving the paintings for another day. 
Tbe collection of ancient works of art is 
the most remarkable, and nothing modern 
surpasses some of these sculptures and 
bronzes made before the Christian era. 
From Herculaneum and Pompoii is a vast 
collection of precious sculpture?; such as 
equestrian statues, centaurs, satyrs, Ve- 
nuses, Jupitcrs, gladiators, etc., in marble, 
and as perfect as any carved ia modern 
days; together with busts of heroes and 
rages who lived long before the destruc- 
tion of those cities. We saw Diomede s 
linger ring and door key which he hold in 
his Land when overwhelmed and de- 
stroyed l.y the eruption of Vesuvius. I 
observed also some surgical instruments 
found in those buried cities, which ate 
very similar to those of the same class 
now used by surgeons. 

From the Museum we went to the Cata- 
combs, where we raw the sepulch~rs in 
which the pagan?, thousands of years ago, 
bum-d their dead, aud where afterward 
the Christians found a resting place for 
tLeir dt parted.

The earth 
around it is of a whitish color and so 
etrrile that only stunted trees and hardy 
weeds are found growing upon it. On 
one side of the crater is a cave six feet in 
diameter from which steam and sulphu- 
rous vapors issue with a territic noise, 
like that of a boat blowing off steam. The 
ground near the crater is warm,siiowingthe 
proximity of internal f '-es, and theairis 
leaded with sulphurous acid vapors which 
render it painful to respire. From the 
sound made by striking upon the surface,

in character, and ruinous in result. 

V> hile the uar for the Uuion was iu pro- 
gress its successful issue was anticipated 
as the guaranty of prompt reunion and 
permanent peace. Such a consummation 
was the atm of patriotic effort in the field, 
the object of solemn pledges in the halls 
cf Congn S3, and the confident expectation 
of the masses of the people. 

'1 he war has long since ended. The re- 
bellion has long since been crushed. 

1’ very. obstacle p. iced by Southern move 
men*, in the way of the nation s uuily has 
long since been removed. 

Nevertheless, disappointment waits upon 
the people’s wish. TLe pledges of Cou- 
greus Loe been repudiated. The triumphs 
ol ourermies have been neutralized, aud 
the purposes of the brave men who se- 
cured them have been shamefully de- 
feated. 

A dissolution more di=a.stron3 than that 
now existing between the Southern States 
and the Ftderal Government could scarce- 
ly Lave been brought about by the success 
cf the rebellion. 

A condition of affairs so much at vari- 
ance with the wishes and interest of the 
people cf our entire country demands a 
rein-cnee to the acts aud aims of those 
who produced it. 

I ONGHKSSIOXAL RECONSTRUCTION. 

For more than two years the Southern 
States Lave desired to renew their old re- 
lations to the Government. 

Congress has constantly prevented that 
resumption. 

They, are entitled to be restored upon 
the basis of the Federal Constitution. 

Congress has confessedly thrown aside 
that ii i-triiineut, and obstructed restora- 
tion with terms ar.d conditions of its own 
prescribing. 

Affecting to desire the pcrprtui'v of the 
Republic, it has made a deadly assault 
upon republican institutions. 

Professing to aim at the salvation of 
the Union, it has wrought the destruction 
of ten of the S'atcs. 

The right cf each St .te to regulate its 
own internal affairs, enfranchise its own 
voter?, and chcote its own rulers and law- 
maker?, is ns sacred as our Constitution, 
end »s ii.dc-Mructible as our Government. 

\V,*Lout it republican libeuy is worth- 
ies?, for when the people cease to be free 
if/et.s of the States they become the 
Fuljects cf cuFniited tied irresponsible 
Federal power. ' 

Wk*-n Congress abolished the local gov- 
eirments of the South it violated a vital 
1 1 i ciple in enr s’ stem. 

Whtu it erected military establish- 
ments in their stead it introduced the 
most abominable feature of despotism. 

In further pursuance of its purposes, 
Congress has thrown the political power 
ot ihefcouth into negro hands. 

To assure this result, it has disfran- 
chisedJhe white population hy hundreds 
cf thousands. 

Enfranchising the blacks, it has made 
voters of the ignorant, the vicious, aud tbe 
brutal: legislators of those who regard lib- 
erty as license, and law as the instrument 
of revenge; and rulers of a class whose 
ideas of government, like their notions of 
religion, tend directly and inevitably to 
barbarism. 

MILITARY GOVERNMENT AND ITS RESULTS. 

Having giveu the negro the right to 
vote and ibe power to rule, Congress con- 
fesses his in competency for either by in- 
sisting that the bayonet ol'the soldier, the 
disfranchisement of the citizen, and the 
supervision of the Frecdineu’s Bureau are 
necessary to sustain him in his new rela- 
tions. 

By such declarations the dominant 
party would justify the continuance ot 
military despotism erected within the 
Southern States. 

Betore we sanction this iniquity, let us 
examine its results. 

It found civil governments in success- 
ful operation; it abolished those govern- 
ments, and made the will of brigadier 
generals supreme for all purposes. 

Southern electious are ordered, super- 
vised, uud approved or set aside, by dis- 
trict commanders. 

Southern justice is what the bayonet 
may provide. 

Southern law is what the sword may 
decree. 

. Southern peace is the patient submis- 
sion ot u conquered people; a peace 
threatened by impending negro tnsurrec- 
tions, which white seditionists are inciting, 
and liable at any moment to disappear be- 
fore the ferricie tumult of social anarchy. 

'ibe rmlitaiy governments found busi- 
ness reviving, and enterprise struggling 
to repair the ravages of the war. 

I hey abolished labor, aud offered army 
rati i s as a premium ou negro idleness. 

lhe country ceased to produce, and 
trade ai:d commerce with other sections 
perished. 

Cupita! left a land which promised soon 
to be given over to confiscation. 

Genera! poverty- followed the encour- 
aged indolence ot the laboring classes. 

Actual aud almost universal destitution 
exists among the people; the unhappy 
victims of Congressional cruelly must oe- 
cotne pensioners upon national charity or 
perish from starvation. 

Hordes of thriftless and discontented 
at groes, passiouate almost to brutality, 
induced to vice by idleness, incited to vio- 
lence by evil counsellors, fed and pvm- 
perc d at the public cost, with a great a*my 
tor their protection, roam at will through- 
out the land upon a mission of evil, car- 
rying dismay to the hearts of helpl'ssness 
and innocence, and shocking civilization 
with tbe wol it ol name! is crimes. 

Such is the condition of the Sruth. 

A military de«patism is over her people. 

TLe Laud ot lawless violence thi catena 
them. 

Desolations reignson every band. About 
them are the graves of their countless 
dead. 

The past is strewn with tbe wreck of 
their greatness. 

Present suffering. -urrounds them. 

Their future is thick with peril and 
dark with gathering misfortune. 

Tbe foes of the nation are at her feet 

Broken in spirit, stripped of fortuuc, 
wasted, ragged, wretched, and ruined, 
tbeir situation invokes the magnanimity 
of kindred manhood and appeals to the 
generous mercy of a noble enemy. 

DISTRESS AT THE SOUTH PRODUCES PROSTRA- 
TION AT THE NORTH. 

The evil [influence of bayonet recon- 
struction is not confined to the South. 

The entire country feels it. 

Northern business languishes for want 
of Southern trade. 

Northern factories are silent because 
Southern pockets are empty. 

Western granaries and storehouses are 
full, but poverty possesses their aucient 
market, and their former buyers are now 
I begging bread 

I A commercial crash is imminent, and 
busiuess stands still and trembles at tbe 
prospect. 

'i be manufacturing interests of tbe na- 
tion are crippled nnd almost crushed. 

The tpiudleis motionless; the shuttle is 
silent; tbe forge and the furnace are de- 
serted; the workshop is vacant; the mill is 
closed. 

lhe hands of the artisan are unem- 
ployed and empty; his childreu are starv- 
ing, homeless, aud in rags 



The impoverishment of tb# South 
throws tbe entire burden of taxation upon 
the North an I West.

If their people shared its benefits they” 
would be impelled to productive ability. 

■ As they partake only of its severities, 
they could not support it if they would, 
and so long as it oppresses them, if they 
ate fit to be freemen, they would not sup- 
port it if they could. 

THE CONGRESSIONAL PURTOSS. 

The declarations of leading Republicans 
in Congress leave no room to doubt that 
the action of that body has been taken 
with reference to tke future of the radical 
party r rather than the unity of the Ameri- 
can Kepublic. 

lhe National Legislature has become a 
mere machine lor the- manufacture of rad- 
ical majorities. 

Its material isthe wexst and lowest class 
of humanity, barely reseued from the bru- 
tality of the savage stats by conUt*t with 
civilization. 

A valuabis adjunct in the work is the 
exclusion of white intelligence and expe- 
rience from participation in the Govern- 
ment. 

The guarantee of success is the red r ght 
hnr.d of the War Department. 

A system which is based upon negro 
stupidity, supported by bayonets, and de- 
signed to si cure partisan triumphs through 1 
the enslavement of men of our own race, I 
may be instituted here through force and 
fraud, but if it can endure in this land, 
the American people have learned liberty 
to no purpoee, and well deserve to be 
♦ai;ght its value under the stern tutelage 
of tyranny which awaits them in the fu- 
ture of radical supremacy. 

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 

In it? management of onr financial af- 
faire, the dominant party has enacted the 
gioasest folly and injustice. 

Repeated contractions of the currency 
have caused incalculable commercial dis- 
asters. 

A still more dangerous measure of con- 
traction is now proposed in the Senate, 
by which the legal-tenders are to be with- 
drawn from circulation and replaced by 
interest-bearing bonds. 

If property and business do not enter [ 
an effective protest, the result will be lit- 
tle short of general ruin. 

THE NATIONAL DEKT. 

The national debt amounts to $2,.»00,- 
000,000. 

It cost the holders $1, 230, 009. 
lhe party in power would pay it in 
gold, dollar for dollar. 

Ihey would give the bondholders a cur- 
rency different from and Letter than that 
used by the people. 

Specie for the Tnoney lenders and paper 
for the masses is the end of their finan- 
cial policy. 

A discrimination so palpable and un- 
fair is an insult to the popular sense of 
justice. 

By 'he terms of the act of issu 0 . green- 
backs are made Ipgal tender for all debts, 
public and private, 'except duties on im- 
ports ar.d interest ou the public debt. 

Even the soldiers of the republic ac- 
cepted paper as the price of their toils 
and hardships. 

Is the patriotism of cash mire valua- 
ble than the public devotion, which fights, 
ai.d bleed?, and dies ? 

Labor receives its wages in pnp’r; tbe 
products of the farm, t tie goods of tbe 
merchant, professional fc-»s, all prices 
ai.d values among the people, are paid in 
P=pe r - , . , 

11 that land of money U good for the 
masse?, good to buy all things, from the 
sweat of labor to the bload ot va’or, why 
? Lou Id it not suffice for the redemption of 
the l’tderul securities? 

EXEMPTION OF THE BONDS. 

Ut.der radical management the bonds 
fire exempt from taxarion. Receiving 
fiom the Government the same protection 
with ether property, they pay no. a dollar 
to its support. 

Such exclusive privilege establishes an 
aristocracy of money in the midst of a re- 
public of labor. 

Toil is taxed; bonds are exempt. 

Toil produces; bos is consume. 

Toil builds otir public improvements; 
bondholders erje-y their benefits at uo 
cost. 

Toil supports our schools; bond-holders 
share their advantages aud pay nothing 
lor the privilege. 

Toil supports our courts, pays our leg- 
islators, and defrays the general ex- 
penses of the Government; bond-holder3 
partake of tbe blessings of all and con- 
tribute to the sustenance of none. 

A policy which makes labor so com- 
pletely tributary to capital is anti republi- 
can with effect upon the masses. We 
greatly m : stake the temper of the people 
if they do not demand that this wrong be 
promptly righted by such repeals aud en- 
actments as will compel all property 
alike to share the burdens of taxation. 

THE REVENUE SYSTEM. 

Radicalism derives the bulk of the Fed- 
eral revenue trom home productions and 
the necessaries of life. 

Over sixteen thousand articles, includ- 
ing almrst everything that supports life or 
lightens labor, are now tbe subjects of 
taxation. 

Hence the great disparity between wages 
anj the cost ot living. 

Frauds upon the revenue are another 
characteristic of the present system. 

The laws are evaded; the officers are 
bribed; the country is robbed. 

Over one hundred millions of dollars 
were lost last year through downright vil- ' 
lainy, and the deficiencies of wealthy 
knaves must be made good by toiiing hon- 
esty. 

WHERE THE MONEY UOES. 

A large portion of the taxes now raised 
is applied to worse than useless purposes. 

lhe Freedmen's Bureau costs twelve 
millions unnuaily, a sum equal to the en- 
tire yearly expense of the Government un- 
der some of the earlier administrations. 

That institution feed?, clothes, and sup- 
ports a nest of maliguant Southern-haters, 
negro fanatics, and greedy adventurers, 
hacked by the Federal army. 

It has done more to breed bitterness and 
■list t rd among the Southern people than 
ihe war itsclh 

'i lie military r stablishmentsatthe South 
are another item ot useless aud ext-ava- 
gant expenditures. 

It is costing from sixty to one hundred 
millions annually. 

High radical authority estimates that it 
'.ill take ten years to reconstruct the 
South by the present process. 

The lowest possible amount for which 
this partisan enterprise can be completed 
will be eight millions of dollars. 

Are the people of this nation to be im- 
poverished, iu order that the day of nigger- 
i*m aud fanaticism may- be long in the 
land? 

Are the masses of the country to be 
mercilessly taxed, robbed, and ruine 1, in 
order that corruption m iy prosper, love 
ct power be satisfied, and the supremacy 
of radicalism be assured? 

We look lor such a response to these 
questions as will wipe out the abomina- 
tions of the bayonet, restore civil and con- 
stitutional governments to the South, ex- 
clude the African element from the sphere 
of politics, and re-estaolish the American 
Union upon the ancient foundations of 
tqual justice and popular affection. 

A REMEDY POSSIBLE. 

Let us recur to the remedy for the man- 
ifold wrongs to which we have referred. 

The reconstruction question, whatever 
difficulties it may present to bitter parti- 
sans, is capable ot a safe aud easy adjust- 
ment through tbe exercise of an honest 
and liberal patriotism. 

The simple application of the princi- 
ples of the Federal Constitution will re- 
move every obstacle and effect a peaceful, 
permanent, and satisfactory settlement. 

If that instrument possesses tbe perfec- 
tion with which every lover of his country 
■nvestsit, it will not be found wanting at 
the critical juncture. 

The Constitution which has blessed the 
people with liberty aud crowned this land 
with greatness will not now prove inade- 
quate to the designs of its authority and 
leave the vital interests of the Union at 
the mercy of rude chances and political 
passions. 

Let its provisions be applied, and rep- 
resentatives of the South, elected by the 

only qualiLed roteis of that sectiou, will

sistance will be happily frit in removing 
the great burden of debt which now im- 
pedes the national progress. 

The costly national uuisan-p, the Free ru- 
men's Bureau, wiM be abolished, and com- 
mon sease, having mastered the situation, 
will decree that negroes, tike white men, 
must either work or starve. 

The expensive Southern military estab- 
lishment will be acknowledg' d onneces- 
sary, and with their di-appearance tax- 
payers wili thank God and take courage. 

A fair taxation of the Federal securi- 
ties will yield mazy millions of revenue. 

lhe Natior.nl banks suggest another op- 
portunity for retrenchment. 

1 hey own between three and four mil- 
lions in Federal bonds, upon which they 
draw interest. These bonds are deposited 
with the Government, and for ev°ry ?lno,. ! 
000 so deposited, they receive $011,000 in 
nat onaj bank notea. These notes couaJ-- 
tute their circulation, and with them they 
carry on the business and earn the profits 
of banking proper. 

The interest accruing on their deposit- 
ed bonds is so much premium paid them, 
in addition to the regular earnings of 
tbeir business. 

They receive the benefit of just nine'y 
per cent more capital than they have in- 
vested, and this gratuitous premium 
comes from the pockets of the people. 

Justice requires that this sum, amount- 
ing to between twenty and thirty millions 
annually, be saved to the public. 

_ The simple process of recalling the na- 
tional bank notes, andrubstitutiug for the 
bonds legal tenders as banking currency, 
will effect the needed result, and another 
sink-hole for the earnings of laborers will 
be effectually stopped. 

In the matter of revenne, fewer articles 
could be taxed, and through a more per- 
fect and more honest mode of assessment 
and collection, much larger returns could 
be realized. 

Congressional extravagance and cor- 
ruption should be reformed, 
investigating committees should be 

abolished. 

Land grants and railroad swindles 
should be abandoned. 

The Indian wars, like the last, should be 
avoided. 

Terrestrial purchases should be sus- 
pended. 

Counties? other modes of waste and 
fraud could be corrected, and a portion of 
the savings set aside for the final redemp- i 
lion of the debt. 

A sinking fund for this purpose, made 
up ot bond taxation, the premium paid 
the national banks, and tbe money waited 
in AtricaniziDg the South, would redeem J 
every dollar of the debt in less thau twen'y | 
years. 

The way to this desired end could be ! 
opened by the substitution of legal ten- [ 
dors for the bonds as rapidly as may be l 
consistent with safety. 

Millions now paid iu interest would thus I 
be economized, and, with the aid of a re- j 
stoied and producing South, the end of I 
our financial troubles would speedily ap- 
proach.

He has also 
been tbe recipient of various marks of 
distinction in invitations to deliver ora- 
tions and addresses before literary associ- 
ations, and ia 1858 w&3 one of the board 
of visiters to \Teet Point. On this occa- 
sion he was elected by the caduU to de- 
liver an address, which was widely pub- 
lished. 

Mr. McCreery may be said to be in the 
full vigor cf mind and body, being fifty- 
one years of sge, and of tine personal 
presence. Of large frame, he stands six 
teet and an inch in height, weighing about 
190 pounds. His head is large, his fea- 
tures regular, and his whole physiognomy 
gives evidence of intellectual fjrce an:! 
geniality of temper. His hair is black, in- 
terspersed with gray, straight, and worn 
short, being confined to the sides and back 1 
ofhtshead. A shaggy eyebrow overshad- 
ows a young hazel eye, which wins confi- 
dence upon first sight As a speaker he 
has few equals in native eloquence as well 
as in cultivated diction. With his sound 
political principles aad other qualifica- 
tions, we are satisfied that he will in all 
respects prove worthy of the high position 
which has been accorded him with such 
gratilvicg evidences of confidence. 

THE ARMLESS ARTIST. 

Cv ?ar Ducornet was born in Lille, 
France, January 10, 1806. Born as he 
was. without arms, what w»3 there for him 
to do, even in this busy world? Each foot 
bad but four toe?, but he eariy learned to 
nse there to advantage. When very young, 
be could with ease throw a ball, cat with 
a kr.ife, and draw lines on the floor with 
chalk, and could even cut figures on pa- 
per. w ith his mother’s scissors. He early 
became a good penman. From this he 
passed to drawing, and natural enough to 
painting, the wide space between his great 
toe and the next, enabling him to grasp 
his brashes firmly. At the aga of ihi. teeo, 
his progress astonished Watteau, proces- 
sor ct the school of design, in Lille, who 
received him as a pupil Only three years 
later, he took the first prize, for a drawing 
ot tbe human figure, from nature. After 
this be pursued Lie studios in Paris He 
was of lively temperament, and when in 
conversation he became animated, le was 
in tbe habit ot gesticulating with his legs, 
as other persons do with their arms. Soma 
one has described a visit to his paiutiug 
room, which is interesting: 

"Across the whole extent of the canvas 
ran, with incredible agility, like a fly upon 
the wall, the stnnted trunk of a man, sur- 
mounted by a noble head, with expansive 
brow and eye of fire, aud wherever the ap- 
parition passed along the canvas, he left 
the traces of color behind him. Oa ap- 
proaching a few paces nearer, we were 
aware of a loft; but slender scaffolding in 
front of the canvas, up aud down and 
across the steps aDd stages of which 
climbed, and couched, and twisted — it is 
impossible to describe how — the shapeless 
being we bad come to see. We saw then 
that he was deprived of arms; that he had 
no thighs; that his short legs were closely 
united to his body; and that each of his 
left wanted a toe. By one of his feet be 
held a palette — by the other a pencil; in 
his meuth also be carried a large brush 
and second pencil. And in all this har- 
ness be moved, and rolled, and writhed, 
and painted, in a manner more than mar- 
vellous; a voice musical, grave, aud sono- 
rous, saluting us by name, invited us to 
f.e seated. Then the apparition glided 
down the whole length ot the scaffold to 
the ground, advanced, or rather rolled 
toward us. and with a bound established 
himself on tbe sofa at our sida We watch- 
ed him with interest and had a long con- 
versation with him. He told us he had 
been born without arms, and had been a 
painter ten years, and was now making 
money by his art He used his feet with 
almost as much ease as people do their 
hand?, bolding his palette in his left one, 
and his brush in the right, as though ail 
his toes were fingers, changing them with | 
the most perfect facility, and even thrust- 
ing his foot into his poajkct, 83 another 
man would bis band. He wrote his aara° 
tor us with great rapidity, and well, and 
told us he shaved himself." 

AN OIL PRINCE IN BANKRUPTCY— 
“A F OOL AND HIS MONEY,” AC.

Jibn W. Steel, familiarly knwn as 
“Johnny” Stsel, and somewhat distin- 
guished as an “oil prince," having for a 
co isulf rable length of time enjoyed the 
princely income of $2,000 per day, yes- 
terday filed in the United States District 
Ccnrl a voluntary petition in bankruptcy. 
Many of our readers will remember the 
romantic history of his exploits in the 
East, published some time ago, during 
which be is reported to have squandered 
several hundred thousand dollars. 

After having “sowed his wild oats," an l 
losing his oil farm, he found himself in 
rather straightened circumstance?, and 
was recently compelled to earu> living by 
driving an oil team. His indebtedness, as 
set forth in bis petition, amounts to over 
$1’ 0,000. Some of the items are quite 
heavy, a few of which we note: To Henry 
W. Kanaga, of the Girard House, Phila- 
delphia, he owes $19,824; to T\ m. A. Gal- 
braith, attorney at law, Erie, $19,*K)0; J. 

E. Caldwell & Co.. Phila., for jewelry. 

$5 805: J. C. Jones, for harness. $1,250; 
Win Horn & Co., for cigars. $562: R H 
Conklin, Philadelphia, liquors, $2,021; 
Phelan A Collender, Philadelphia, for 
billiard tables, $1,500; to an unknown 
creditor, for oil paintings, $2,200; to the 
account for hats, $31*0. A considerable 
amount of hia indebtedness is tor money 
borrowed, cotes, judgments, etc. When 
"Johnny" took a notion to rent a hotel for 
a few days he wonid do so; and whenever 
he saw anything that pleased his fancy he 
was bound to have it, regardless of cost. 
Perhaps no man iu the United Sta:c9 ever 
squandered as much mouey in the same 
space of Ume. 

Shcukixu Tragedy. — In Tuscarawas 
county, Ohio, a few days ago, Sclomou 

Burner, a boy of seventeen, shot his head 
topieces with a musket, because his father 
and mother had reproached him for not 
assisting with the farm work. The charge 
of the musket tore off the left suia of his 
face, aud nearly the entire head, scatter- 
ing his brains and the crushed pieces of 
kis skull in every direction, a distance of 
ten to fifteen feet from the body. An ia- 
quest was held, and in less than three 
hours from ibe time of the suicide tbe 
Hedy lal been buried ir a rough box, on 
the spot where the deed was done.

On Saturday last, Daniel Lrb, his wife, 
anu tnree children, who resides in the wes- 
tern part of German township, went on a 
visit to Jonathan Mast, residing two miles 
east of Farmersvitle, in German township, 
wltohas a family consisting of himself, his 
wit's, and two children. A child of John 
Hetmuih s was present. During ths even- 
ing a lamp in which they were burning 
Aurora oil. sold as non-explosive, became 
low. Mr. Most lighted a candle, and ex- 
t'nguisfced the light from the lamp for the 
purpose of fitliug it. liis son. a child 
about nine years, was holding the candl* 
while the father filled the lamp from a two 
gallon jug, and by some mishap lighted 
the o.l, which exploded, blowing the jug to 
pieces and immediately enveloping the 
room in flames, the ten persons all being 
in the room pt the time. All were imme- 
diately made helpless, except Mr.Erb, who 
exerted himself to th<- utmost to save the 
1 other? from death. He succeeded in get- 
ting Mr. Mast, aud perhaps some others, 
from the bouse, and run to Mr Stuber's, 
about a quarter of a mile distant, for help. 
His way cculd be plainly traced afterwards 
by blood and pieces of flesh which fell from 
Ins body. Timely assistance saved the 
l.uildiLg, and, it is hoped, some of the in- 
mates. Mr. Mast lived about au hour af- 
ter the accident, and his little son some 
time longer. Both were buried on Man- 
day. One of the chiidres, Mr. Helmuth s 
son, died Monday eight. Ot' the remain- 
ing seven all were alive on Tuesday; but 
three of them cannot Lve, and it is feared 
all will die. This is the most terrible acci- 
dent that Las ever occurred in this county.

Counsel for 

Death or a Tennessee Pioneer, — Col- 
onel Joseph Brown died in Giles county, 
Tennessee, on the 4th instant, in his nine- 
ty sixth year. He was born in North 
Carolina, August 2d, 1772. His father, an 
Irishman, receided a large grant 0f land 
in what is now the State of Tennessee, for 
hia services as a guide during the revolu- 
tionary war. When Joseph was fourteen 
or fifteen years old, his father emigrated 
west of the mountains with his family of 
five sons and four daughters. While doat- 
irg down the Tennessee river, they were 
enticed on short by tbe Indians, who mur- 
dered *he father and J-seph s older broth- 
ers. Joseph himself was kept a prisoner 
and finally released under an exchange 
between Governor Sevier and the Chero- 
ktes. His mother was kept a prisoner for 
seventeen months. In 1792 ha was one of 
i tne garrison cf the fort at Buchanan s 
' Station, bnt did not participate in its de- 
tenge against the attack of the savages, 

I being absent at tbe time. He, however, 
was one of the persons who pursued them. 

A little later, while traveling, one of his 
companions was killed by the Indians and 
le badly wounded. He fought in the 
Nickojack campaign of 1794, which resul- 
ted in the pacification of the Cherokee*. 
During tbe Creek war he officiated as CoL 
onel of the 37th regiment, and fought with 
distinction at the battle of Talladega He 
subsequently became a minister of the 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church. 

A Terrible Accident in a Stare.— 

A terrible accident occurred on Monday 
morning at the bridge across the Little 
Juniata, about one mile Southwest of Pe- 
tersburg, Pa. The stage which runs from 
Williamsburg to Petersburg bad just left 
Alexandria. When about a half mile from 
tbe bridge the horses took fright and com- 
menced running at a rapid speed. At the 
bridge is a curve in the road, which was 
covered with ice, and as the horses ran 
into tbe bridge tbe sled turned suddenly, 
breaking the runner and throwing the 
passengers oat. Mr. Bucher was thrown 
out headlong and fell about a distance of 
thirty feet on the ice along the banks of 
the river, breaking noth wrists and cutting 
open his skulL Upon reaching the ice he 
slid into the water and floated some dis- 
tance before he could be taken ont Mr. 
Westwood was thrown upon %a abutment 
and knocked insensible. Mr. Neff wan 
ikruwn bnt a short distance down the bank 
and received some slight bruises. The 
driver jumped out at the opposite side of 
the sUd and escaped injury. Mr. Bucher 
was instantly killed.

are to be transferred to the hands of a 
few whose will is to be the measure of their 
power our country will soon yield to the 
roost absolute despotism ever witnessed 
by the world.

THE EAR DEFY BIGAMY CASE. 

TLe latest English papers bring the de- 
tails of the trial of Sir Eardley Gideon 
Culling Eardley for the crime ot bigamy, 
ol which the telegraph hud already an- 
nounced the conclusion in a verdict of 
guilty and a sentence of tbe culprit to 
eighteen months' imprisonment at hard 
labor. 

In the year 1659 Sir Gideon was travel- 
ing in the United States for the benefit of 
his morals, and. while visiting New York, 
made the acquaintance of Miss Florence 
Magee, the daughter of a merchant occu- 
pyirg a respectable position, and became 
ei.gugedto her, with her parents’ consent. 
The marriage was consummated in that 
citj’ in presence of a large number of wit- 
nesses, among them Cyrus Field. Mr. 
Hard ley's conduct had already been such 
that bis own family were only too glad 
to 6ee him married. Mrs. Hardly 
was cordially acknowledged, and her 
father-in-law still further manifested his 
approbation of the union, by insisting up- 
on a settlement being made upon bis 
new daughter. 

Fcr about four years Mr. and Mrs. 
Eatd'ey lived together, both in England 
and cn the Continent, but the union was 
notoriously an unhappy one, as might 
have been expected from the previous ex- 
travagant and general misconduct of the 
buritand. In l>l!3 matters came to a 
crisis. A separation was agreed upon by 
mutual consent, and a deed was drawn 
up arranging the terms, the lady being 
described, Mg Eardley’s own signa- 
ture, as having a legal right to his name. 
No imputation had been cast upon her 
character, and there was no testimony 
before the court to show that she was 
not in all respects a true wife. In fact, 
two years later Mr. Eardley wrote a let- 
ter to her, full of expressions of regret, 
imploring her to return to him that he 
might make amends for his past errors. 

His penitence, however, was short- 
lived. Lady Eardley did not credit his 
professsions of regret He went on the 
road to ruin with even greater reckless- 
ness than before, and at last reached the 
culmination ofwis headlong course in the 
commission of a crime, the stupidity of 
which was as remarkable as its turpitude. 
His wife being yet alive, he went through 
the form of a marriage, last autumn, bc- 
lore a registrar, with one Miss Allen, of 
London, and, in the marriage certificate, 
described himself as a bachelor. The 
marriage was effected very quiety, but 
somehow a report of the ceremony was 
advertised in the public prints. The in- 
telligence reached Lady Eardiey's family, 
and, at their instigation, a prosecution 
was at ottce instituted against him for big- 
amy. He w as arrested and brought to 
tnal at the Old Bailey. The case was a 
hopeless one from the beginning. The 
omy hypothesis that his counsel could 
bring up — that there might have been 
something irregular about the formali- 
ties of the New York marriage — although 
it did not affect the guilt of the prisoner 
at all, was unsupported by a single tittle 
of evidence. 

Tbe jury found him guilty, and the court 
sentenced him to eighteen months’ impris- 
onment at hurd labor. His high rank, old 
family, asd influential connections were 
powerless to aid him, but rather served 
to increase the enormities of his offense 
and the severity of his sentence. Few 
men have commenced life with brighter 
! prospects ol success. Any path which 
he might have chosen seemed destined to 
iead him to prosperity aud happines3,and 
jet in the short space of nine years, after 
:: life of dissipation, of exclusion from 
bis friends anq the fociety of his equals, 
mined in body and mind by bis habits, he 
: lands in a felon's dock, beggared in 
purse, in body and soul, with nothing left 
him but the poor title of baronet, which 
i nly makes his punishment more severe. 
The stern inflexibility and impartiality of 
| ;he taw has never been more happily il- 
j 'nstrated than in the case of the Baronet 
Eardley, now serving out his punishment 
j ler crime. — Chicago Tribune. 

LOSS OF A U. 8. REVENUE CUTTER 
IN CHESAPEAKE BAY. 

-HE CATCHES FIRE AND BLOWS UP-TWO 
OF THE CREW DROWNED. 

The steam revenue cutter Nemeba. Cap- 
tain Thos. Sands, of Norfolk station, while 
cruiting in the bay on Friday morning, 
ike 7th instant, and when off Damrons 
marshes, at tbe mouth of the Wicomico 
river, about five miles from land, was dis- 
covered to be on fire, and it was soon evi- 
dent that it could not be extinguished. 

There was * bout a ton of powder, and 
live hundred loaded shell in the magazine, 
i.nd as the fire was rapidly approaching 
that point, it was deemed prudent to 
abandon tbe vessel; orders were then 
giveu to lower the boats, which was done 
immediately. As the dingy was lowered, 
ihe master at arms, Mr. Shrouder, of this 
city, and Grinnell, of New Point, jumped 
in Iter, and she -was dragged under the 
propellor and cut to pieces, both men 
being drowned. 

Soon after this, the other boats were 
'.twered.all hands embarked, and they 
headed for the land. After putting a short 
distance, the magazine of the cutter took 
tire, a terrible explosion followed; portions 
i-f the vessel were sent high iu the air, and 
the next minute all that could be seen of 
• er was the the charred fragments that 
floated around. 

Tbe boats, containing thirty men, then 
made their way, in a heavy gale and rough 
sea, to the shore, and the crew lauded near 
the mouth of Wicomico river, and were 
kindly received and hospitably entertained 
by Mr. Harding, who resides there.
